How Stamping, Tooling and Binding Materials Developed

piercing together parts papyrus 
manuscript books. Papyri were kept 
rolls, which continued the 
form books for about four hundred 
years. highly was Philliatius es- 
teemed because his invention that 
the Athenians erected statue his 
memory. 
Evolution Materials 
The folded leaf came the fourth 
century. Soon was found that 
covering was needed for manuscript 
books the new form, and the calf- 
skin parchment known vellum was 
selected the most durable material 
available. Vellum served the purpose 
admirably excepting one particu- 
curled. This defect caused the 
introduction into the binding 
wooden boards, secured with leather 
hinge which covered the “backbone” 
the book—the forerunner the 
time the leather 
spread over the whole the cover, 
other materials—paper, vellum, etc.— 
eventually displaced the wood stiffen- 
ing, and the book thereby attained the 
form and substance has since pre- 
served. 
Elaborate Bindings 
The manuscripts the early cen- 
turies were often gorgeously illum- 
inated, and sometimes their bindings 
were keeping with their inner deco- 
ration. During the sixth century 
precious stones were set into the cov- 
erings. binding done gold, into 
which jewels were set, for the Em- 
peror Justinian the year 518 
weighed fifteen pounds. 
Ornamentation ordinary bindings 
the form designs pressed into the 
leather did not begin until the 
twelfth century, although there are 
isolated examples which are believed 
date much earlier. One such exam- 
ple the manuscript book preserved 
Stonyhurst, England, known 
“St. Cuthbert’s Gospels,” believed

possibly lead accident, tell your 
employer about it. The employer will 
welcome suggestions which will work 
for the safety his employees.” 

Mr. Carney his address told 
the great toll life and property 
taken industry each year acci- 
dents. quoted statistics show 
that during certain periods life ac- 
cidents ranked first taking toll 
human life. During other periods, tu- 
and cancer vied for this 
grim supremacy, but except extreme 
old age accidents were never lower 
than third the mortality standings. 


“Every year,” said Mr. Carney, “23,- 
000 persons are killed industrial 
plants and 3,000,000 are injured, 
many them permanently. The eco- 
nomic loss, too, staggering. The ac- 
cidents these 3,000,000 workers 
mean loss $827,000,000 and 
296,000,000 working days industry.

early illuminated manuscript books, 
she held high place that book- 
binding. “By the twelfth century Eng- 
land was the head all foreign 
nations regards binding,” says 
Prideaux Historical Sketch 
Bookbinding.” “London, Winchester, 
Durham, and few other towns and 
monasteries had each their schools 
binding. The covers the books were 
tooled with numbers small dies, and 
the beauty the binding depended 
much upon the individual delicacy and 
beauty the stamps upon their 
arrangement, which though infinitely 
varied, was very formal.” 

Stamping and Tooling 

Blind stamping seems have ap- 
peared England and the Con- 
tinent about the same time. The 
“Winchester Domesday which 
dates from the twelfth century, now 
preserved the library the So- 
ciety Antiquaries London, 
about the finest the earliest known 
examples. 

Gold tooling arrived the same time 
the invention printing from 
movable types. This new art the 
binder reached its apogee Venice, 
where was probably brought from 
Arabia. Since Venice became the cen- 
ter Italian printing, its preeminence 
bookbinding also easy under- 
stand. 

The name most prominently con- 


nected with the development the 
binder’s art Venice the one most 
frequently mentioned printing his- 
tory, Aldus Manutius. believed 
that Aldus operated binding shop 
connection with his printing office, and 
credited with the introduction 
gold tooling. Painted mosaics and 
cameo bindings were originated 
Italy about the same time, the last 
quarter the fifteenth century. 
When Aldus introduced the small 
printed book, made the panel stamp 
for bindings easy possibility, and 
accordingly appeared during the 
period his printing activity. 
abandoned the use boards bind- 
ings. 


Materials 


Forel, “the rough undressed skin 
the beast,” was used binding ma- 
terial until the end the -fifteenth 
century. was gradually displaced 
calfskin, vellum, pigskin, and the 
skin sheep and dogs. The intro- 
duction the tanned goatskin known 
“morocco” from the Levant (hence 
its alternative name) 
change favor that material. Le- 
vant morocco closer color, fine 
grain, and soft, yet firm, the 
touch. Morocco produced. sev- 
eral countries, but the Levant has con- 
tinued hold its early supremacy. 

Numbering the leaves both 
manuscript and printed books began 
about 1470, and 1480 the practice 


had become general. Printed signa- 
tures first appeared 1472. The num- 
bering pages printed books did 
not become common until well along 
the sixteenth century. 


Binders’ Trade-Marks 

Identification bookbinders with 
their work began early. Sometimes 
took the form trade-mark the 
binder’s initials; other times the 
binder gave his full name concealed 
rebus. has already been 
noted that John Westphalia, or, 
was more often called, John 
Paderborn, stamped his portrait 
outline his bindings part 
their decoration. John Richenbach 
Geislingen stamped his bindings 
his name and the date and also the 
name the person for whom the book 
was bound. They are dated from 1467 
onward. 

The first use cloth substitute 
for paper commercial binding 
usually held have occurred Eng- 
land 1823. Brander Matthews, how- 
ever, “Bookbindings Old and New,” 
mentions edition his possession 
Watkin’s “Life Sheridan” 
printed 1818 and bound the same 
year calico. 

Book jackets are not exclusively 
modern commonly supposed.

Aid Chisel 


Lutz the University Cali- 
fornia has just finished reading the 
oldest book known man.

The tablets were dug the 
ruins the Hittite capital, near An- 
gora, Turkey, with other letters and 
documents, all inscribed sun-baked 
clay and filed away just modern 
business firm keeps its records.

When tablet was sent 
any distance, powder was sprinkled 
over the wet clay “envelope.” The 
powder prevented sticking, and the 
recipient broke off the clay wrapper 
with thin chisel.
